DID THEY REALLY REPRESENT LABOR! 
A group of men styling themselves as the represen­ 
tatives of organized labor and headed by Samuel 
Gompers held a demonstration last Saturday on the 
Capital grounds in Washington in a protest against 
the war time prohibition. 
Mr. Gompers is reported 
to have said in a speech on that occasion “ that the 
tranquility of the working classes might be serious­ 
ly menaced by the enforcement of the war time 
prohibition law s;” and that “ he was apprehensive 
of the results fearing labor would not adjust itself 
to the new conditions,” and that “ while labor lead- 
CT8 would do everything they could do to control 
the situation he was unable to say what the individ- 
lal workers will do.” 
What did Mr. Gompers 
mean! Did he mean that the so-called labor would 
rise in rebellion against prohibition! 
Did he 
mean that “ Labor” would refuse at resistance by 
arms to obey a law regularly passed by the duly 
constituted law-making body of the American Na­ 
tion and which is supposed to represent the will of 
the majority of the American people? Did he mean 
to say that “ Labor” is not amenable to the same 
laws that govern the rest of the United States! We 
can read nothing else in the words he is reported to 
have said. 
If this were the attitude of labor it 
would be a grave situation but fortunately it is only 
i he attitude of Samuel Gompers and a hunch of 
self-appointed “ labor leaders” and we do not be­ 
lieve this is the attitude of any appreciable num­ 
ber of those who comprise the rank and file of the 
laboring classes for it is our pleasure to be the 
friends of a number of Union men and while many 
of them are opposed to the prohibition laws yet 
they never dream of anything save the strict obe­ 
dience of this as every other law on the statute 
books of the States and Nation. 
And many of 
them express themselves as being disappointed that 
Mr. Gompers should pull such a stunt in the name 
of organized labor and say that such hapenings as 
this are detrimental to the cause of labor in as 
much as it tends to bring “ Labor” into ill repute.
